Coldest On Record. Begimning ln Drouih, 
Followed By Aa Excess of Rain And 
Gloudiness. Three Clear Days. 

The mercury during the last two daps 
has been regiatering almost torrid and 
the sudden lee has been attended with 
most depressing «fects, particularly in 
the larger cities Yesierday the tem 
peratore registered clore to 100 in local 
thermometers. 

July comes in with. hot blasts, evi- 
dently determined to mako up for lack 
of heat during June. The past 30 days 
marked the coldest June on record, 
there being a total deficiency of 189 
degrees from the average of 39 yeare 
This means that every day in June was 
nearly 613 degrees colder than the 
average. The mean temperature for 
the month was only 67 2 degrees, while 
the next lowest mean for any Jone on 
record was 73 degrees 

Along with this surfeit of coolness 
there was an excess of rain during the 
June just “ended, but it was by no 
means the wettest June on record. This 
honor belongs to Juno 1883, during the 
80 days oft which jast #.08 inches of 
rain fell. There have heen four other 
Junes during which more rain fell than 
during thepast 90 days The total 
amount of rainfall during thie past 
June was 6.05 inches, which is just a 
fraction under 1 inch above the nor 
mal for the month. 

There was, however, mors cloudiness 
during the past month than is usual, 
the month, in fact, establishing a new 
record in this respect. There were just 
three clear days out of the 50. while 
thero were 16 cloudy days and 11 partly 
cloudy daya. Op 14 days more or lem 
rain fell, and on d other days there was 
a trace of rain. Thu highest tempere- 
ture during the month wae 88 degrees 
Tuesday, and the lowest was 83 de- 
grees on June 13, 

According to the weekly crop bul- 
letin issu by ibe Maryland State 
Weather Service, all crops are in need 
of warmth and sunshine in order that 
harvesting operations may be carried 
on with success. The cool and wet 
weather of Jane was very unfavorable, 

According to the bulletin, the wheat 
harvest has been delayed by repeated 
showers, and ver ittie advantage 
could be made of the dry intervals on 
account of the soil being too soft for

paid public servant in the State. In 
fact, there are but few avocations or 
professions in any part of the industrial 
world. whore members receive co slight 
remuneration for such important and 
far reaching service- the development 
and inetillation of ideas and principles 
in the minds of those boys and girls 
who are to compose the future govern- 
ment of our own glorious Common- 
wealth. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY JUNE. 

The memorial of the past Jane will 
have some of the most prominent head- 
lines of any month in history. Begin- 
ning with hard droutb, followed by 
flood damageof gigantic proportions, 
and a series of remarkable calamities, 
ita abnormal records have excited gen- 
eral comment, particularly in this 
country. 

Early in June the spring drouth had 
assumed such stupendous proportions 
as to threaten serious di+aster to almost 
every kind of crop.

become ‘as dry as tinder, and forest fires 
awept over hundreds of acres of land. 
destroying all that Iay in their path. 
June came in with week of cloudy 
days, but it was not until the 7th-that 
the heavens opened op this part of the 
country, not only breaking the drouth 
and putting out all the fires, but caus- 


ing many rivers to overflow their banks 
and flooding a large extent of territory. 
Beginning with the first week, June 
kept op its rainy record all the month 
through, giving us but six clear days 
in the whole thirty. The last day was 
the clearest of the lot, and in many 
respecta the most pleasant. 

With this abnormal weather came 
great destruction by floods in several 
portions of the West, notably on the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers, while 
Georgia and South Carolina were vis- 
ited by tornadoes and c!oudbursts 
which cost the lives of several hundred 
people. In Heppner, Ore., such a 
calamity swept a whole town off the 
earth, To these disasters of nature 
must be added more than the usual loss 
of lite by accidents on land and sea, to 
travelers by ral and steamer, and the 
total for this unusual June will run far 
up in the hundreds. 

The greatest tragedy of the moath 
from a world view was that of Bel- 
grade, which brought to an end the 
checkered lives of King Alexander an 
Queen Draga, wiping the Obsenoviteh 
dynasty off ‘the earth and establishing 
anew regime on the shaky throne of 
Servia. The tragedy was condoned by 
the Servian people, counted by them 
ata blessing rather than a curse, the 
acts of patriota rather than the deed of 
assassina. 

In this country the month has also 
its brutal tragedies, the wordt among 
them being the murder of a young girl 
by a negro near Wilmingt n, Del., fol- 
lowed by the burning of the villain at 
the by the bands of an angry 
mob.

Tunis is a world of melodies. Music 
of breaking ocean waves. Music of 
cataracts fall upon the rocks, Music 
of. sind's whistle. Musio of insects’ 
hum. Music of factory wheels. Music 
above, beneath and around. 
But amid the varied sounds that 
freight the air by day and night, as if 
© world were one great temple in 
which an anthem is unceasingly ren- 
dered, there are many discordant notes. 
Nothing so distreases the delicate ear of 
one versed in harmony as to bave bis 
hearing pounded with jangling chords, 
whether from a chorus of voices or the 
keys or strings or pipes of instruments. 
But what must be the effect upon Him 
to whom the noisés of the world, those 
of inanimate nature, of living things, 
and of human industry, rise to His 
throne as praise, when He listens to un- 
accordant sounds mingling with the 
melodies of creation? The world that 
sweeps around God's throne is here and 
there out of tune. But the dissonance 
comes only from the lips of mankind. 
Did you ever stop to think how much 
grumbling goes up into the air of 
earth? Take, for instance, the single 
subject of the weather. Was the 
weather ever just right fcr all the in- 
habitanta of this globe? It is either 
too hot or too cold, too dry or too damp, 
too sunshiny or too dark. Never ex- 
actly as it should be for everybody. So 
every day are heard the complaints of 
those whose chief business im life seems 
to be that of hurling epithets at the 
state of the atmosphere or the con- 
dition of the skies. They appeay to 
have on hand a contract of grumbling 


| against Providence, and it is a big job. 
|The contract is never finished. The 


same amount of energy expended by 
such in other directions, however, 
would contribute largely to their own 
happiness, that of others, and that of 
the Lord himself, for God is certainly 
pleased with those who accept IIis will, 
and is blessed by their expression of 
faithin Him. There is a good little 
book which says, Man's chief end is 
to glorify God.“ In that sentence is 
compressed the teaching of the whole 
sixty-six volumes of the Bible. It is 
not well, therefore, to be out of tune. 

This fact of finding fault with the 
weather is often one of habit. We be- 
gin by exalting the weather, giving it 
undue prominence in our thoughts, 
crowning it with kingship. Listen to 
conversation. What are its opening 
words? The weather. “Fine day.” 
»Disagreeable day.“ Wet season 
this.“ Long dry spell.“ From that 
we pass to the weather us the vault 
that contains our fortunes. We live 
and move and haye our being in the 
weather. That habit of thinking too 
much about the weather is like the old 
man of Sinbad’s travels, hard to shake 
off. 

From being dissat iafled with the 
weather it is easy to step over intos 
worse state, that of chronic grumbling 
in regard to all of life. There are some 
souls so far out of tune that it seems 
impossible that they should ever again 
be brought to concert pitch. They go 
through the world with a ‘cowl upon 
the face. Their heart strings are rusty. 
The very words they speak are like bul- 
lets discharged from a gun. Nothing is 
ever right. They are out of tune. 


Such persons go to church. The ser- é 


mon is poor. The singing is below par. 
The people are unsociable. At home 
the domestic arrangements of the house 
are all out of joint, and there is no sur- 
geon that can set them. The meals are 
not suited to their palate. There are 
not enough conveniences for their bene- 
fit. In business the market is dull, or 
the profits scanty, or the soil of the 
farm is not sufficiently productive. 
Their whole time is given to one pro- 
longed growl. Their thoughts are s 
continual thunder storm. Their vocab- 
wlary isa cruet filled with vinegar. 
Strike them where you will, and they 
are unmusical, Out of tune. 

The great trouble with habitual 
grumblers is that they ure themselves 
wrong and do not know the fact. Their 
condition of mind is u sort of insanity, 
They look at matters through imper- 
feet glasses. If one puts on blue spec- 
tacles, the world looks blue. If he 
places smoked spectacles astride his 
nose, the world hus a dingy hue. It he 
crosses his eyes with yellow apectacles, 
the world has a sickly cast, Viewing 
Josevh with envious vision, Joseph's 
brethern could discern in him nothing 
except priggishness, Because of their 
distorted sight it cameto pass that 
those ten men could not give Joseph a 
civil word. They were unable to speak 
peaceably to him. What was the mat- 
ter?

If possible it is carefully 
housed within the sacred hall wherein 
the nation was born. The paper upon 
which ls written the Declaration of In- 
dependence is the American nation’s 
birth certificate. Other nations came 
to recognition by the slow processes 
of evolution, but the United States of 
America sprang inte existence in a 
day, and this Declaration announced to 
an astonished world om July 4, 1776, 
the birth of a new member of the 
family of nations, AS the young King 
Alfonso XIII. of Spain, having been 
born ‘efter the death of his father, has 
the unique distinction among sovet 
elgus of beling born a king, so the 
American Goddess of Liberty at her 
first appearance took her place in 
the world as a sovereign. The docu- 
ment in which she declared her sover- 
elguty and ber rights constituted the 
oki Independence hall of Philadelphia 
the mont sacral bulding in American 
history, since within its walls is that 
sacred birth chamber in which was 
first rocked the cradle of this newborn 
national Infant. It publishes to the 
world that the men who signed thelr 
names at the foot of that immortal 
document, penned by Thomas Jeffers 
son In the little three story red brick 
house still standing at the corner of 
Seventh and Market streets, Philadel- 
phia, were the attending witnesses 
whose testimony gave validity to that 
national birth certificate.

Declaration of American Independence 
was written and signed al n last resort 
and because the British ministry would 
not listen to American petitions, It 
was written because King George with 
the fatuity of royal and Imperial na- 
tures imagined that he had the right 
to enforce his will on a people as reso- 
lute as himself. He believed that it 
was for him to command and for them 
to obey and that their protest against 
taxation without representation was 
wicked rebellion against divinely con- 
stituted nuthority. It was written be- 
cause our forefathers believed that in 
a struggle for right and justice God 
would be on their side, though they 
had to contend with a foe more power- 
ful than themselves. 
England's Mistake. 

Standing here, In this year of grace 
1903, with our hands upon this venera- 
ble and sacred scroll, we may learn the 
mighty lesson that the really true, the 
grent, the omnipotent and enduring 
government is not that which rules by 
forte of arma, but by the all conquer- 
ing power of justice, and of justice 
alone. This la the historical teaching 
of England's mistake in 1776. We 
have now a great nation, stretching 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from the gulf of Mexico to the great 
lakea—a pation of over 70,000,000 souls, 
But our people wij} remain n great na- 
tion only 0 Jong as they are an honor- 
able and an honored people. Beware 
of the legisiation that would make one 
law for the rich man and another for 
the poor man. Beware of the law 
that would send au Ignorant criminal 
to prison and yet permit a brutally 
selfish coal baron to traffic in child 
labor. Beware of a social condition 
which makes it possible for capital to 
starve and grind down labor while la- 
bor, with an honest beart, is ready to 
give capital a full day's work for a 
fair days wage. Our laws should tol- 
erate neither tyranny of capital nor 
tyranny of labor, but should afford 
equal protection to both and fagilitate 
mutuality of Interests and friendly re- 
lations between them, It is only whena 
government honestly tries to adminis- 
ter equal justice and afford equal pro- 
fection to all ita subjects that it gathers 
the robes of Immortality about its 
loins. When a government by unwise 
liaws and administrative netzleet wakes 
possible the enslavement or oppression 
of its seemingly helpless ones such a 
government is paving the way for its 
Own Gisintegration. Had King George 
III. been a wise ruler and had Britain 
tried to be as just to the thirteen colo- 
nies in 1770 as she is honestly trying 
to be to her colonies at the present 
time our country might have remained 
the brightest jewel in the British 
crown. Weuld that our own land, 
Profiting by this great lesson, so closely 
interwoven with our national birth and 
@hildhood, might always be just to the 
helpless, the weak and the poor as well 
un to the rich, the influential and the 
Strong. 

Strength In the Right. 

The strength of our present govern- 
Ment is due to the fact that it tries to 
be just to all its people, irrespective of 
eln aas. “Ours is a government,” said 
Theodore Loosevecit in a recent speech, 
“of liberty through and under the law. 
No man la above It, and no man is be 
low it. The crime of the cunning, the 
crime of greed, the crime of violence 
all are equally crimes, and against 
them all alike the law must set its face. 
This is not and never shall be a gov- 
ernment of the plutocracy or of the 
mob. It is, as it has been and as it 
will be, a government of the people, 
Including alike the people of great 
wenlth, of moderate wealth, the people 
‘who employ others, the people who are 
employed—including them all, protect- 
ing each and every one U he acts de- 
cently aud squarely aud discriminating 
against any one it be does not act 
aquarely avd fairly, it he doùs Wot 
obey the law. While all people are 
foolish it they violnte fbe law or rebel 
against M- wicked as well as foolish, 
but all foolish — yet the most foolish 
man in this republic is the man of 
wealth who complains becuuse the law 
ie administered with Impartial Justice.” 
May God always continue to give to 
un for the office of chief executive men 
who are presidents of the whole peo- 

je, who will see that the government 

not a Wall street hireling or a gigan- 
Ric monopolizing trusts’ employee; who 
will protect the rich as well aa poor, 
Diack us well as white, Jew as well as 
gentile, woman's virtue as well as 
man's honor; who will not cringe to a 
class, but who will protect and guide 
all honest people alike! 

The Declaration of Independence 
proves the power of Inherited character, 
T am not nearly so much Impressed 
with the surnames which have been 
placed at the foot of this important 
document as t am by the family names 
themecitves. When | mention certain 
names there acom to cluster abgut 
them many other names, John Adams! 
Who was he? “He was our colossus in 
hate.“ wrote Jefferson. But es I 
speak the name of John Adams I speak 
also of Ramel Adama, John Quincy 
Adams, Chartes Francis Adama, sentor 
and junior, and other Adamees who 
hare added luster to the Adams name. 
When ien the name of Richard 
Henry Lee, who prepared the famous 
‘resolution the oulcome of which was 
this Declaration of lndependence, 1 see 
w great number of Virginia Lees past 
iog before me- Arthur aod Francis 
Lightfoot and Robert Kdward and 
Pitz-Hugh and, greatest of all, Robert 
B. Leo, the “pride of the south“ and the 
loved and honored of the north, When 
I speak the name of Benjamin Farri 
mon, another siguer, we find him the 
father of William M. Harrison, the 
ninth president of the United States, 
and the gryat-grandfather of Benjamin 
Harrison, the twenty-third president of 
the United States.

My frente, in whbse veins fows the 
blood of ancestors who fought at Bun- 
ker Hill and Brandywine and Saratoga 
and Princeton, shal! you not serve your 
country as nobly and faithfully as did 
the soldier boys and statesmen of 1770 
and 17837? Can it be that we, whose 
forefathera had 80 glorious a share in 
the struggle for national independence, 
shall ourselves have no part, no honor- 
able position in the straggles that are 
going on in 1003 to keep our nation 
pure and good and true? In olden 
times the Scottish yopths were inspir- 
ed to deeds of valor ty the knowledge 
that they were members of the clan 
MacGregor or Campbell or Stuart or 
McCoy. They were inspired with the 
determination never to disgrace the 
family name. It is recorded that in 
one of the northern battles the Mac- 
Gregors were being driven back. Their 
chief rallied his followers and led them 
forth to a victorious charge with the 
cry: “My men, come on! Come on! 
Fight like brave men! Your ancestors 
are today watching you!" 80 let us be 
brave and true to America’s best inter- 
ests, not only for our own sakes, but 
also for the sake of those illustrious 
ancestors who are watching us. Let 
this national anniversary be to us a 
day of consecration to the cause of 
right and freedom, As the mother of 
Hannibal led her sow to the grave of 
Hamilcar, lis sire, and there made him 
swear unceasing war against the en- 
emies of his country, te may we, re- 
membering the graveg of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
pledge ourselves anew to the struggle 
against the evils which menace the 
gren tucas and righteousness of the na- 
tion that they established. 

The Decicration of Independence is 
un encouraging assurance that in ey- 
ery crisis of our country's history God, 
if we trust him, will always raise up 
the right men for the right place. Who 
was Thomas Jefferson, the penman of 
the Declaration of Independenge? 
“Oh,” you answef, “he was one of the 
greatest Awericans who ever lived. He 
was the third president of the United 
States. He was a man at whore men- 
tal acumen and noble, patriotic pur 
poses the more you study him the 
more you marvel He was not a 
cringing politician, but a statcsman 
who could discern the future with te 
farseeing eyes of a prophet and a seer,” 
Truc; all that you say in reference to 
the sage of Monticcllo is true. There 
was not at the time of his death a 
name more revered than that of Thom- 
as Jefferson. But who was Thomas 
Jefferson in 1770? He was only thirty- 
three years of age. He had just en- 
tered public life and had become a 
tember of the Virginia delegation but 
a few months before. In the realm of 
debate he could not be classed among 
the great odvocates—John Adams, 
Roger Sherman, Oliver Walcott, Leo 
and George Wythe, As a writer be 
bad no such Influence in fostering the 
independence idea as had Samuel 
Adams. For the most part, in the de- 
liberations of the Continental congress, 
he sat as a sphinx with closed lige. 
Yot becouse Richard Henry Lee had 
proposed the resolution of secession 
and niso because Lee was compelled to 
absent bimecif from congress on se 
count of his sick wife and as congress 
wanted to bonor Virginia by appolpt- 
ing a Virginian in Lee's place this 
master mind, the young and compafa- 
tively unknown Thomas Jefferson, was 
pushed forward, und he became the 
author of the famous Decinration of 
Independence.

“Amd for the support of this declara- 
tion we mutually pledge to each other 
our livos, our fortunes and our sacred 
honor.” They pledged their lives, Each 
man knew that the signing of this doe 
ument, which a few hours later was 
publicly read by Jobn Nixon from the 
baleony of the statehouse, made each 
one of the signers a traitor in the eyes 
of England and a M subject for the 
gibbet and Tower hill, Yet when John 
Hancock knew that he might be sigu- 
ing bis own death warrant be picked 
up his pen and wrote in large, bold 
letters bis name, “John Hancock;” then 

be put down his pen he remarked, 
“There is my name in letters so large 
that King George will be able to read 
them without spectacles!“

Paris I have seen the Napoleonie pic 
tures and in London the war pictures 
of Waterloo, where the pale faced Wel- 
ington immovably sits his horse, 
watching the destruction of the French 
grenadiers. But in all the art galleries 
of the world there is no historical pic 


that historic picture of the Continental 
congress in prayer. 

Most of the members of that congress 
came from praying Christian bomes. 
They assembled in the spring and sum- 
mer of 1776 to take the most mo- 
mentous step which the citizens of any 
country can take. It was no light or 
trivial act to renounce ‘allegiance to 
King George and to defy the power of 
the British government. These men 
well knew the consequences involved 
in such a step and realized the neces- 
sity of having divine guidance. One 
of tle menibers arose and moved that a 
prominent Episcopalian minister of 
Philadelphia should be sent for and 
asked to lead the members in prayer 
to God. Samuel Adama, I think it was, 
seconded that motion. He said in sub- 
stance: “I am not an Episcopalian, but 
I am not n bigot. I feel that God's 
band . must lead us in this national 
crisis. I second the motion.” The mo- 
tion was carried. The next day this 
Eplscopallan minister came to the leg- 
islative hall. He came in full canonical 
robes. All the members knelt. I can 
well believe that all must. have joined 
in the prayer that the God of the 
armies of Moses and of Joshua would 
lend and guide them. How on any 
other assumption can we explain their 
Gauntiess courage? It would have been 
sheer temerity for those men to sign 
that ‘Declaration unless they had be- 
leved that God would be with them in 
the struggle that must ensue. And 
thelr faith was justified by the result. 
The God who heard the pleading of the 
Israelites in the wilderness heard the 
prayers of that Continental congress. In 
his providence England was not left 
free to use her strength in crushing the 
infant nation. The life and death 
struggle in which she had to engage 
hearer home curtalled her power, and 
to that fact, due to the overruling 
mercy of God, our forefathers owed 
their success. Oh, my fellow country- 
men, let us on this anniversary exer- 
cise the faith that our fathers had in 
the God of nations. May we continue 
to pray as our ancestors prayed in 
1770 and in 1812 and in 1861. May we 
feel as n nation that our God is a 
prayer answering God, and that he will 
listen to our petitions, whether lifted in 
church pulpit or in the legislative hall. 

Thus on this glorious national holi- 
day I want you to take the Declaration 
of Independence, which ie our birth 
certificate, and place it between the 
leaves of your Bible. There may it 
enk to us as Christian citizens and as 
individuals, While it reminds us of the 
putriotlam and sublime heroism of our 
fathers, may it also remind us of tac 
obligation devolving upon us to redeem 
our beloved land from the plague of 
sin and to promote, as far as In us lles, 
the righteousness which alone exalteth 
à nation. And as Individuals may it 
not remind us of gur high privileges as 
citizens In the kingdom of God? When 
aseniled by temptation and by the evil 
that would subjugate us let us remem- 
ber the Declaration of Independence 
which Christ signed for us with his 
own blood and realize in our own lives 
the truth of his words, “If the Son 
make you free ye shall be free indeed!”

FIRE AT. .SHARPTOWN 


Burns Large Warehouse of Mr. Wm. Wi. 
Knowles. New Gans Aud Canned 
Work Done. 


The large warehouse belonging to W. 
H. Knowles situated on his wharf at 
the southern part of the town, near his 
cannery, was totally destroyed by fire 
on Wednesday night, together with 
several hundred cases of canned pears, 
sweet potatoes, pumpkins, eto., and 
several thousand new cans and cases 
The origin of the fire is unknown, The 
fire engine on this occasion demon 
strated its value in saving adjoining 
property. 

It waa discovered about 8 o'clock 
and was in the upper part of the build 
ing. A few cases of canned goods were 
gotten out, but the fire soon grew ao hot 
that it was impcheible to go near, and 
all attention was then turned toward 
saving the cannery; and a large force of 
men, with the aid of a large hand fire 
engine, did splendid work and saved 
the cannery. Mr. Knowles’ loss is from 
five to six thousand dollars, only partly 
covered by insurance. 

The town turned out in full force 
and did all in theit power to za ve the 
goods and the adjoining property. 
Much sympathy is expressed for Mr. 
Knowles, The canning business was 
started by him last year, and he put 
down a new cannery and warehouse 
and had only run one season, and the 
fire, destroying a part of his first out- 
put, falls heavy. Only a few days ago 
he put in several thousand new cans, 
and the schooner Salisbury was at the 
wharf with cana when fire broke out, 
some of which bad been taken off dur- 
ing the day.

In the first place, 
it should appeal to all whe delight in 
the pleasures of the table, for ic the 
food is savory it Ia tasted longer and 
better when well chewed. Again, long 
mastication mixes the food well with 
the ballva and begins its digestion, and 
this sweetens the starchy food and im- 
proves its taste. Finally, if one eats 
slowly, be will have leas time to eat 
much, and hunger is appeased and a 
feeling of datiety is attained before the 
stomach ĉan become overloaded. 

While one is chewing, the food abould 
be moved from side. to side of the 
mouth that the admixture with the un- 
liva may be more thorough. 

Too much fuid should not be taken 
with the meal, but it is not a wise plan 
to take none, as is sometimes recom- 
mended, The gastric juice abotld not 
be too much diluted, but it the food is 


well moistened the juice acta better” 


and more rapidly. One glass of water 
with a meal is about the right amount. 
Cool water, mortover, m moderate 
quaatity stimulates the secretion of 
gastric juice, and a winegiassful of ice 
water taken before the meal gives a 
fillip to the appetite without any of the 
drawbacks of liquor, 

It in spite of all precautions cbronic 
indigestion persists, one shoulg try the 
experiment of eating only one kind of 
food at a meal—meat, fish or eggi 
without bread and potatoes, or bread 
and butter without ammal food. The 
stomach which rebels at a mixed meal 
will often do its work satisfactorily it 
offered only one article of food at a

Naturally 
most of theif were minlug towns, and 
when the mines, producing a crop that 
cannot be ronewed, were exhausted 
they died. Some of them, such as 
Tannock and Virginia City, in Mon- 
tana. were even political capitala, 
Now there are fewer than fifty people 
in Bannock and fewer than 100 in Vir- 
Anja City» -Then there was Bodie, 
Üni., whieh ien than Arten years ago 
Bad 6,000 people and wose mines had 
paid in five years $22,000,000 in divi 
dends. The mines failed, the town was | 
deserted, and a few years ago fire 

swept the site bare 

But the failure of mines does not ac 
count for the death of all these dead 
towns. Springfickl, Kan. was once 
large gnough to build a $20,000 school- 
house ‘and to put ln waterworks. At 
last accounts there were 200 houses 
and fewer than 100 peupie in the town, 
and the hydrants were hidden in the 
prairie gruss. At Saratoga a $30,000 
theater finds none to tread its boards 
save the wandering tramp, At Fargo 
Springs the $20,000 schoolhouse bell 
rings when the wind ts «trong, but no 
children come. These dead Kansas 
towns are the fading mocuments of an 
error of observation as to the normal 
rainfall of the western part of the 
state. 

Ancient Troy was found to be buried 
ia Its own rubbish. That aleo was the 
fate of Yam Hill. In the latter fifties it 
Was a prosperous gold camp. The pla- 
cers there were exhausted, but new ones 
were found farther up the stream. The 
impatient gold seekers deserted the old 
town and bulit a new one. The earth 
and gravel from the new placers were 
Washed down upon the old town and 
covered its bude. Now only the 
gable of a large Jivery barn emerges 
from the soll to show where Yam Hm 
was. Perhaps when Macaulay's New 
Zealander comes to sketch the ruins of 
London bridge an antiquarian col- 
league may dig up Yam Hill and draw 
all sorts of conclusions us to the ciyut 
zation of prehistoric America. 

Nor are these dead towns to be 
found tm the mining and semiarid re- 
gions only. At the junction of the Sa- 
vannah and Broad rivers in Georgia 
are now only ficids of grain and gras 
ing sheep, Yet there once stood Peters 
burg, a regularly laid out and prosper- 
ous town of the days before the rail- 
toads came. Now there is not a single 
house upon the site, and the wheat 
grows where was the public square. 
The rallroad-unmade Petersburg, as it 
has unmade dozens of gther towns aft- 
er firat making Qem.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 
Park 
Paster of Jefferson Preeby- 

Chicago, July 5.—Under the bomely 
and familiar similitude of the barn- 
yard fowl the preacher Illustratés the 
divine love and pgotecting care that en- 
circle all who give to the Heavenly 
Father a childlike trust and confidence. 
The text is Matthew xxiii, N. “As a 
hen gatheroth her chickens under ber 
wings.” 

This commercial age is brutally un- 
poetic. It has even carried its shocking 
Innovations Into the barnyard. We are 
now trying to hatch our eggs not into 
broods, but by the wholesale. We 
would change a hen's nest into a big, 
square wooden box and call it an incu- 
bator. We would bave the oll lamp of 
the Incubator do the work of the feath- 
ered breast and the outstretched wing. 
We would have the wire screen dis- 
place the sharp polnted bill of the 
barnyard mistress vehemently plung- 
ing right ang left in defense of her 
young. We would do this jn spite of 
the inalienable- ri@ats ot the bens, 
whose maternal affections are being 
crushed by this modern custom. The 
man, eager above all things to make 
money, has not the patience to listen to 
protests from man or bird against bis 
methods. As John Ruskin, in some re- 
spects the most msthetic mind England 
exer produced, wrote page after page 
in denunciation of the conscienceless 
vandalism of the mere money maker 
who would plaster over the beautiful 
palisades of nature with hideous ad- 
vertisements and with the manufac- 
turer's wheel churn a rippling, singing, 
laughing stream tumbling out of the 
green reservoir of the woods into a 
mudhole, so everywhere the astonished 
would be sitting hens are clucking 
their indignation. They practically say 


| to the robbers of their eggs, which bad 


been carefully hidden away in the bay- 
loft or under the manger of the empty 
stall. “You have no right to place this 
indignity upon us.“ But in reply ava- 
riclous commercialism says: “O hen, 
we can make more money by hatching 
ont 300 eggs nt a time than by fooling 
with your small nest! You provide us 
with the eggs, and our incubators will 
do the rest.” 

This controversy, however. does pot 
concern us in dealing with the simile 
Christ used in our text. At the time 


| Christ uttered those words the barn- 


yard knew notbing of this modern in- 
nova tion of the incubator, Chickens 
still found their natural shelter under 
the wings of the ben, and our Lord's 
hearers perfectly understood the mean- 
ing of his illustration. So common 
was the sight of a ben gathering her 
chickens under her wings that every 
one would recognize the truth Christ 
Meant to teach when be used the beu's 
wing as a symbol of divine love. Thus, 
as Jesus wept over the sinful inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem. In the words of 
my text I would try to interpret that 
divine love in the lamrungu of the barp- 
yard, I renlize its force aud beauty 
all the more because [ am preparing 
this sermon within the echoing sound 
of the barnyard king calling to his 
barew to awaken at the first peep of 
the day. also within the sound of the 
voice of the ben clucking to ber little 
ones to come under the protection of 
their mother’s wing. 
A Life Giving Wiag. 

God's wing is a spiritual life giving 
wing. Tbe warm feathers of tbe 
mother bird are absolutely essential 
for tbe development of the lives of ber 
young. If it were not for the old 
hen's wing ber chickens would freeze 
to death during the spring nights 
They would sometimes be drowned un- 
less ber wing, as a wuterproof corer- 
ing, was placed over them. They would 
die from lack of warmth, even as a lit- 
tle baby would die unless the mother 
every night tucked bim up in his erib 
or snuggled him up by her warm side 
in bed. Heat i» life. Cold is death. 
The hen's wing is something more than 
a mere poctie igure. kt means that its 
warmth not only hatches out the eggs, 
but also by its beat develops the ttle 
chickens after they are hatched. Post- 
natal care for the child la the making 
of n man is just as important as right 
prenatal conditions. 

Gets wing is absolutely essentia! for 
the development of a spiritual child. 
The Bible distinctly says, “Ye must be 
born again.” That meam, “Ye must 
be a God production as well as n man 
production.” I am the physical child 
of wy earthly parents. That docs not 
necessarily imply that I am a spiritual 
child of God. But some day out lu the 
cold, damp, destroying storm of sin I 
determine to creep under God's spir- 
itual, life gifting wing. As soon as I 
am under that shetter 1 feel the divine 
life begin to creep into my life. I learo 
to love my Heavenly Father and see 
him as be is, I bear him telling me 
what I ought to @ and say. As a bu- 
man being by placing his hund upon 
an electric battery immediately feels a 
thrill as the galvanic currents circle 
through bis body, the physical body 
and the mind aed the dormant spirit 
all feel the warmth and the glow and 
the creative and developing power of 
God's wing as soon us we place our- 
selves in the receptive mood withia the 
radius of the divine touch. 

God's Work Alene, 

Let me illustrate this thought by s 
simple story; Many years ago a purty 
of rollicking sallors left Cha resten 
nary yard fora day's dissipation. They 
tramped along toward Boston, stopping 
fròt at ome saloon, then another, wati 
afl were Bilarious with drink. Fa 
om ef the party turned and mif 
“Come, boys, lot us have some Tum and 
ge % Father Taylor's dome and pee 
tond we want religion and want to 
borrew = Bible! “Great sport!” the 
mew cried “Let us go.” They ap 
pēsathód' the good 
spirit of ridicule and 
Preacher, outered the room, 


he wae told by the jok 
Wey wanted tears of 


» 
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peeking rmigioh wit so true, so gont- 
ine, that the ribald men were touched, 
They Ustened to his cnrnest words, and 
as they listened the Holy Spirit work- 
ed on their hearts. Before they left 
three of the company were .completely 
broken down and were 100 to seek 
shelter under God's wing. That new 
creation, that new spiritual birth, was 
not man’s work, but God's alone. 

Oh, the creative and the creating 
spiritual power of God's wing! We 
cannot afford to be one moment with- 
out it. Sir Henry Havelock, the most 
famous Christian soldier, at the time 
of his death, in the British army, so 
felt his spiritual dependence upon, God 
that he dare not and would not let any 
day pass without at least twd hours 
spent in closest contact with God's 
wing. If the army was to march at 6 
in the morning then Havelock arose at 
4 and spent the intervening time in 
prayer and Bible reading, in talking 
with God and in having God talk to 
ulm. “I can afford to neglect every 
pulpit preparation,” once wrote the 
great Robert Hall, “rather than neglect 
my private devotions aud sacred soll- 
tary communion with Christ.“ Ob, my 
brother and sister, are we trying to get 
divine life by merely coming into touch 
with man? Are we trying to be gospel 
evangelists, known and read, of all 
men, without having our penitent 
hearts beating against the gront par- 
doning, spiritual, Ute giving heart of 
God? Come under God's wing today. 
Come, that we may have life and have 
it more abundantly. Listen to the di- 
vine call, and come to the divine shel- 
ter, and as the chickehs find under the 
hen's wing comfort and safety and 
peace, so shall you find rest and peace 


for your souls. 


A Symbol of Tree Love. 
God's wing is a protecting 
There are two kinds of hens. The ove 
is a ch nless fowl, which is an ar- 
rant coward. She will run at every 
strange sight and kn.Qro danger. If 
e could fly, she would. When the 
little boy throws a stone at ber she 
will run to the opposite side of the 
yard just as fast as she cau go, keep- 
ing her wings flapping to belp along in 
the retreat. But bow different is the 
behavior of one who is clucking to her 
brood. Then there is no coward's heart 
beating within the mother’s breast. 
Then there is no danger she will not 
face for her young. 

The protecting care of a hen's wing 
is one of the sweetest symbols of all 
true love. What is the matter with 
that old hen?” says the farmer's wife 
to ber husband. “For the last five min- 
utes she has been frantic—clucking 
and ealling to her chickens! She has 
now gathered them all together under 
her wing. She is hiding behind the 
wheelbarrow.” © The husband says 
nothing until he gors out upon the 
porch. He uses his hand for a shade 
and casts Lis eyes over the heu venus. 
“Yea, wife.” be answers, “I thought as 
much. Do you see that black speck 
im the beavens? Well, I think that is 
the old hawk who stole so many of 
our chickens last summer, and that old 
hen rewembers him. 1 guess I will 
help Biddy out and try to kill Mr 
Hawk and help save ber chickens. 
However, now those chickens are all 
safe. They ore under the hen's wings.” 

The ben's wings in times of danger 
are always protecting wings. The 
other day 1 was walking about o farm 
and examining the horses In the stalls 
and the cuttle In the Gelds. while a pet 
dog was running at my bels. During 
my explorations | heard an excited 
clucking. bat thought sothing of . As 
I stepped tuto the barnyard proper 
I saw a ben lying under n board. 1 
called to her, but she moved not 1 
called again and again, and then tried 
to shoo ber off what I thought to 
be a stolen nest. Then I took a stick 
and gave her n poke. Instead of a 
frightened hen flying away for ber 
life I found a vindictive aud outraged 
mother fying at me and my dog. The 
dog ran in one direction. I in the other. 
Then the ben called aguin to ber young 
and gathered ber chickens under her 
wing. while she still eyed my four 
legged companion os she would eye the 
would be murdervf of her children. 
Oh, my friends, in the beautiful sym- 
bol of my text, did you ever stop to 
think that God's care coukl be a pro 
tecting wing?

God's Physical Protection, 

God protects us in u physical sense, 
Some time ago n gentleman, with his 
family, wished to muke a journey to 
Boston. He harried through bis work 
that his vacation might be one of com 
plete reat; but. try as hard as be could, 
he lost the desired train. A short time 
after the gentleman read the telegruph- 
ic reports that the train upon which be 
hoped to travel was wrecked in a col 
Tision and scores and scores of people 
were killed. He liumedintely gathered 
his fomily together und returned 
thanks to God becouse he and his loved 
ones had been saved from this calami- 
ty. But why ought that man especially 
to have thanked God that day? Ought 
he not rather to be grateful to his Heavy- 
enly Fatber for caring for him and 
his loved ‘o@s every day? | never 
take n trip lu my life, and I have trav- 
eied thousands and tens of thougands 
of miles, but I realize the Innumetdble 
dangers which werywhere beset me. 
One intoxicated eugineer, one drunken 
ewitchman. one fallure of the signal 


lights to work. and Death ts ready to 
reach out ber bony arms and hug the 


breath out of me. If you do not believe 
what I say, some night when traveling 
lle awake tn your berth. Then listen 
to the rumbling in the distance coming 
nearer and genrer until, with one wild 
shriek, the limited shoots past, and 
then realize the prevalent dangers. 
Then thank Goi that he cared for and 
protected you in a physical sense. The 
breaking of cue wheel, the twisting of 
one rali, the sagging of one bridge 
girder, and your train would be de 
railed and all its occupants would be 
hurled into eternity. God's wing in a 
physical sense is over us. Ht te p pro- 
‘tecting wing. It covers us as a hen 
shields her chickens from the threaten- 
ing hawk. zi 
Power to Resisi. 

God protects us in a spiritus! sense, 
The Bible says, “God is faithful, who 
wil not suffer you to be tempted be- 


that ye are able, but will With. 


fhe temptation also make a way to 
, that Jo way be able to bear it.” 
What does that statement wean? Sim- 


lie Thet 

God, I am awfully weak. I know not 
which way to turn unies I look to 
thee, Save me this day from the wine 
cup. Save me from the fatal pitfalls 
which are yaWiiing at my feet. Gave 
me, Ọ God, save me, ve mel” Will 
God answer such a pleading prayer 
as that? Oh, yes. God says to this 
moral cripple: “Come, my child, come 
under my wing, my protecting wing. 
I will surround thee with holy com- 
panionship. I will shut out from thy 
sight the buzzards and the hawks and 
the serpents and the rats of sin which 
would destroy your lifel Come, my 
child, tome. Come under the shadow 
of my spiritually protecting wing.” 
My friends, some of ys have been try- 
ing to resist temptation iu our own 
strength. Will you dot depend upon 
the strength of God? Some of us are 
trying to do us the brilliant Tom Mar- 
shall of Kentucky did, who ‘one day 
stood up in Broadway Tabernacle and 
sald: “Were this g globe one crys 
talllte nud 1 offered the possession if I 
would drink one ghiss of brandy* I 
would refuse it with scorn. And 1 
want no religion, I want the temper- 
ance pledge alone.” But, ams! Poor 
Tow Marshall, depending upon his 
own strength, was at last shoveled into 
n drunkard’s grave. Will you today, as 
a Christian. gecept God's protecting 
wing agulust your besetéing sin? That 
wing Is a pledge that God will not al- 
low your temptation to be stronger 
than you shall bare power given to re- 
sist, 

God's protecting wing ls one of Chris- 
tian fellowship. An old homely prov- 
erb says, A hen. will. make just as 
much nolse and teh just ns hard 
for one chicken as s will for ten.” 
That may be true. Such actions upon 
the part of the feathered bird might be 
very exemplary. But one of the most 
ridiculous sights to me is a great, big 
fat hen strutting through the barnyard 
followed by one wee, little chirping 
chicken. Better for that little chicken 
to be killed and the ben go about her 
legitimate business of laying eggs for 
the breakfast than for the mother bird 
to continue to waste her energies upon 
that one offspring. The natura! brood 
for a ben is not one or two chickens, 
but eight, mine or ten or even thirteen 
chickens. Every would be sitting ben 
if left alone nearly always lays thir 
teen eggs for ber neat. She wants a 
large family. A large family is good 
for the hen. It ls good for the chick- 
ens. 

A Practical Applications, 

What is the practical application of 
this simile? Why, God's wing is a 
place under which not only one Chris- 
tlen can find rest, but many Christians. 
God's children are going to find safety 
and protection under God's wing be 
cause they will work together and live 
together and have their hearts beating 
together and, as it were, snuggle up to- 
gether and keep cach other spiritually 
warm. They will be together as close 
in fellowship as the chickens are close 
together under their motber's wing. If 
you lift up a hen who iş covering her 
little ones at ulcht you will be sur- 
prised how many chickens her small 
area is able to shelter. The reason— 
each chicken is pressing close against 
the other chickens as well as against 
its mother’s breast. 

What today ts the Christian fellow- 
ship of your dally life? Remember the 
records are being kept in reference to 
thie matter which shall decide your 
spiritual welfare for time and for eter 
nity, A lady one day came to the Rev. 
John Newton and asked him bow a 
friend of hers who was a member of 
Mr. Newton's congregation had died. 
“Ah, my Indy.” answered the venerable 
preacher, “that ia not the important 
questioun you ought to have asked. You 
should have asked not how rhe died, 
but how she lived.” Are you living in 
fellowship with Christ's ebildren? Are 
you living In close communion with the 
members of your chureli? Are you Hu- 
Ing In prayerful love with all men and 
women who are trying to bring the 
ame Of Jesu» before.» sinful race? 
Are you liting with Christ's followers 
as closely ns chickens gather under the 
wings of a mother ben? 

God's wing often protects bis children 
best when they themselves are envel- 
oped by total darkness The little 
thickens, running to the wurulng call 
of the clucking hen, avawer for the 
most part to the blind obedience of 
faith and love, When they craw! under 
the overshadowing and enveloping coy- 
oring of that wing they can see noth- 
ing. Under that wing ls total dark- 
ness, Once In awhile a chleken's curb 
balty will impel her to poke her little 
bead out of the mother’s feathers to 
see what is going on. But when the 
chickens are truly under that wing 
thet leave all and trust all to their 
mother's care. It d because those 
chickens stay In total darkness under 
that wing that they often escape the 
searching eye ot ac advancing foe. 

In Darkness as In Light. 

Mx dear hearer, are you ready to 
trust God in darkness as well as in the 
light? You came to me the other day 
and sald, “I cannot understand why 
this trouble Was laid at my door.” 
Neither can I, my brother. 1 do not 
understand why God should have 
taken away from your side that young 
man just five month after he was 
graduated for the bar. He was a 
bright fellow. He was a pure boy. 
He was the child upon whom you set 
your beart. to take your own place, 
You are in total darkness about this 
matter, Bo um 1. But I do know God 
is good. I do know that God loved 
your boy. I do know that God loves 
you. Though under God's wing it may 
be dark—dark at times as a dungeon 
yet I do know that above God's wing 
is God's all seeing eye. What God did 
he did for a good purpose, Trust him, 
thea, my brother. Trust him and have 
faith as a chicken under the darkness 
of the ben's wing trusts a mother's 
love. 

I do not know why In your oid age 
you should have lost your money, and 
now in your physical weakness you 
mast work or be depehdent upon 
others, From my standpoint you al 
w seem to have been a faithful 
and conscientious Christian. I do not 
know why Ira D. Sankey, who has 
sung thousands upog thousands into 
the light of the KIngdom ot God, should 


developing and protecting wing it 
spiritually develops and protects his 
own children, A hen knows ber own 
brood. She will do everything in ber 
power to care for and protect them, 
If a farmer takes some ducks’ eggs and 
places them in the nest of a sitting ben 
she cares for those ducks after they 
are hatched. If there be M pond near 
and the little ducks enter the water 
the old hen upon the shore will be 
frantic. She will run round and round, 
trying to call them out. But a ben, nè 
a rule—sometimes there are exceptions 
—will only care for her own brood, 
The average hen will not allow her 
brood to be mized up with other 
broods, She will drive the strange 
chickens away’ from ber young. She 
tries to keep the family intact. 


Protection to All Whe Seek It, 
The hen's chickens know their moth- 
er's volce. At her call they leave 
whatever they are dotng and go to her, 
My brother, have you heard God's 
voice calling you? Have you respond- 
ed or have you stayed In your sin, 
heedless of his call? Remember, the 
protection of.the divine wings fs over 
none but those who seek it. God's 
wing is big enough to cover all who re- 
pent of their sins and come to him in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
But though God's wing is big enough 
to shelter the Mary Magdalenes and 
the poor publicans and the Peters and 
the Johns, though they may come by 
the millions, there are some who miss 
its protection. What le the reason? 
Jesus tells us in this very passage: 
“How often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a ben gath- 
ereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not!” That is the reason. 
God forces. no man to come. He in- 
vites, he pleads with them, but it they 
will not come, even he can do no more. 
The awful storms of the godless eter- 
nity beat upon them, and they have no 
shelter. What the terrors and the mis- 
ery of that time will be we cannot con- 
ceive. They are but dimly outlined in 
the Bible, but the images used are ter- 
rifying enough to blauch the bravest 
cheek, and through it all memory and 
conscience will reproach the sinner 
with those sad words, “Ye would not.” 
Shelter was offered to all who would 
come, but “Ye would not.” Self ex- 
cluded, self destroyed; that will be the 
most terrible part of that awful fate. 
Obedience and disobedience to God 
are the two great teachings of my text. 
It was sald that during a famous naval 
battle the sailors of an American ship 
were almost ready to surrender when 
suddenly a fowl escaped tro the hes- 
coop and perched herself t the rig- 
ging. There she defiled the shot and 
shell and Inspired the saflery to gdt 
on to victory. May tits sermon, round- 
ed upon the baruyan! symbol Wolle 
some sinner to seek his mfety ir time 
and eternity war the shadow» of 
God's loving and protecting wing.

Memory In Children. 

An Investigation Into the power of 
memory lu children was recently made 
by the director of the department of 
child study for the Chicago public 
schools. It was found, among other 
interesting results, that there is no 
“memory period,” uo period in early 
school life when the memory la strop- 
ger than it is at any later portion of 
the child's life, a period especially 
adapted for learning to spell. “While 
there sre no memory stages there are 
undoubtedly periods of intcrest that 
are especially favorable.for the child's 
learning to spell, times when the child 
is aroused from indifference or from a 
fecling that spelling is a amall part of 
life to a recognition that it la impor 
tant. It has been pointed out that dur 
ing early school life the auditory mem- 
ory ia the stronger and luter that the 
visual memory is stronger. During the 
whole of school life the nudio visual 
memory is stronger than elther the 
auditory or visual—that is, a simul- 
tancous appeal to both aight and bear- 
ing produces a richor and more usable 
image than is brought about by an ap- 
pen! to either sense alone. It would 
seem from this that the more senses 
we can appeal to the deeper will be the 
impression.” —Harper’s Weekly.

Memory In Children. 

An Investigation Into the power of 
memory tn children was recently made 
by the director of the department of 
child study for the Chicago public 
schools, It was found, among other 
interesting results, that there is no 
“memory period,” no period in carly 
school life when the memory is stron- 
ger than it is at any later portion of 
the child's life, a period especially 
adapted for learning to spell. “While 
there sre no memory stages there are 
undoubtedly periods of interest that 
are especially favorable for the child’s 
learning to spell, times when the child 
ia nrous! from indifference or from a 
fecling that spelling is a small part of 
life to a recognition that it is impor 
tant. It has been pointed out that dur- 
ing early school life the auditory mem- 
ory is the stronger and later that the 
Visual memory la stronger. During the 
whole of school life the audio visual 
memory is stronger than either the 
auditory or visual—that la, a simul 
tancous appeal to both alight and bear- 
ing produces a richer and more usable 
image than la brought about by an ap- 
pen! to either sense alone. It would 
seem from this that the more senses 
we can appeal to the deeper will be the 
Impression.” Harpers Weekly.

REALITY vs. WOULD-BE REPUTATION 


Some very shrewd, if unscrupulous, 
newspaper work is being don» by the 
press agents who are booming President 
Roosevelt for the 1904 republican nomi- 
nation. They are portraying him asa 
heavyweight trust fighter who ıs 
smashing the truste right and left. 
They tell the people that Wall Str. et is 
dead against Roosevelt, and is batch- 


voted for next 


$90,000,000 a year. The strike imposed 
some burdens on the operators, it will 
be urged. No doubt; but every dollar 
lost to the operators, if anything were 
really lost, has been regained from the 
additional 50 cents a ton exacted since 
coal mining was resumed. 

The increase of wages to the miners 
is another charge on the operators. 
The wages increase to contract miners 
was 10 per cent flat and certain increases 
under the sliding Sale. The cost of 
mining coal varics from, say, 70 cents 
a ton to more than $1. Let us be liber- 
al and call it a dollar; and the Coal 
Trust is then paying 10 cents more than 
formerly. During a large part of the 
year the miner gets nothing extra from 
the operating of the sliding scale, and 
at most, when the full winter price of 
$6.75 is charged the consumer, the in- 
crease to the miners will be about 8 
per cent. 

Assuming that, on account of other 
wage increases the operator will pay 
15 per cent more for the mining of coal, 
or 15 cents a ton, it still appears that a 
permanent charge of about $50,000,000 
a year bas been fixed upon the shoul- 
ders of the consumer over and above 
the previous unreasonably high prices. 
The Trost takes this money, not be 
cause it is just or right, but because 
the people are helpless.

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Chicago, July 12—In view of the 
startling increase in the crime of self 
destruction, as shown by the latest 
statistics, the subject chosen by Dr. 
Talmage for his discourse today is a 
most timely one. His text is Job U. 9, 
“Curse God and die.” 

Two iInclitements—desperate, ferce, 
Aefinite, outrageous! The ‘one urges 
the broken hearted father, the Gnanctal 
bankrupt, the pliysically tormented 


man, to grit his teeth and, with fash- 


ing eyes and uplifted hand, burl a fu- 
tile malediction at the Almighty,” to 
curse God with an eternal blasphemy. 
What a shocking, appalling suggestion! 
Enough to make all bea ven stand 
aghast in borror and to render even the 
demon infested caverns of a bopeless 
inferno silent with fear and to turn 
the flushed cheeks aflame with the Gres 
of eternal woe white with terror. 
Curse God! Who could do that bot a 
human being crazed and desperate and 
reckless under intolerable anguish? 
The second incitement puts in the 
handa of the sufferer the suicide’s 
knife, the hangman's noose or the vial 
labeled with the two fatal words, 
“Deadly Poison.” To how many in 
every age bas that Insidious temptation 
come? In the United States alone 
more than 30,000 persons have yielded 
to it during the past four years. In 
Chicago alone 1,294 persons passed out 
of life by the suicide’s gate in three 
years—nine victims on a single Sab- 
bath. In two months of the present 
year seventy-five lives bave ended in 
self immolation. How long will the 
human race listen to that hideous voice 
which bade Job seek in death escape 
from his misery? That tempter’s voice 


| ls sounding louder and louder every 


day. Shall the crime of self murder 


de allowed longer to spread the per- 


nicious doctrine that with one stroke 
of the ramo? across the jugular vein 
or with one plunge in front of a flying 
locomotive or with one leap from high 
building or lofty palisade the would be 
suicide enn find rest, eternal rest, God 
given, blissful oblivion for all who are 
weary of life and peace for souls sick 
Of the results of sin? 

The Increasing suicidal epidemic of 
the present generation should be halted 
in its onward march of destruction. I 
lift my voice today in warning against 
this evil. It cannot be stayed by ap 


‘braiding a mangled corpse or by call- 
| ing a dead man a coward. 


I would 
prayerfully and earnestly try to indi- 
cate some of the causes which produce 
ft Then, in guarding you against the 
incipient evils, I might perhaps by the 
grace of God keep some from ever tot- 
tering ond swaying on the verge of the 
precipice or tumbling Into a suicide’s 
grave. The gunpowder magazine can 
be exploded by n spark. We would 
deal this morning with prima! causes 
rather than with resultant conflagra- 
tous. 
Atheism Respoasibic, 

First, I charge athelam with the chicf 
responsibility for the erime. Self mur- 
der ts the hideous black visnged ex- 
ecutioner of the merciless monster we 
call atheism, agnosticism, infidelity. It 
Is the old, slimy serpent colled up un- 
Ger the overshadow!lng branches of the 
gnarled and worm caten tree of unbe- 
lief, at the foot of which sits the grin- 
ning, blear cyed hag misery crooning a 
dirge for u lullaby. It is the death rat- 
tie of a human being whose parched 
lips have been set to the rim of tho 
chalice filled with the scorching, 
sonous concoction of blaspbemy Aud 
falsebood compounded by a Voltaire, a 
Rousseau, a Thomas Puine or a Robert 
G. Ingersoll. It ts the whetstone, wet 
with buman blood, upon which the 
moral sensibilities can be blunted and 
at the same time the suicide’s knife 
sharpened, for it teaches immortal man 
that there is no hereafter and that be 
is responsible for his life's actions to 
no Divine Maker and King. 

No suicidal razor wan ever honed 
upon the leaves of the opened Bible.

Because the good as well as the 
evil lives on for ever and ever we 
ought to put ourselves in the hands of 
the Almighty, who arranges our lot for 
us, and say, as did Job, “All the days of 
my appointed time will I wait un my 
change come.” 

The unbelicrer In the gospel says: “If 
there is a hell it ts to be found this side 
and not the other side of the grave. 
When things go wrong the best way 
to cseape suffering is to snap the silver 
cord of human re and silence the 
benting heart.” The Christian disciple 
says: “Sanctifed troubles are n spir- 
itual means by the grace of God for 
raising an immortal soul on and up. 
Unsanctified troubles are the inexora- 
ble means of dragging a sinful, de 
fant soul an and forever down. ‘He 
that is unjust let him be unjust still, 
and he which ts fithy let him be filthy 
still, und be that is righteous let him 
be righteous still, and be thot ts holy let 
him be boty stin.“ “ Such are the two ex- 
tremes—the fenets of the bellevers in 
total eanihilation at the brink of the 
grave nad those of the earnest disciple 
of Jesus Christ. Do you wonder that 
I charge the hideous monsters athe- 
ism, agnosticism and Infidelity with 
being the chief enuses of this accursed 
suicidal epidemic? Do you wonder 
that I look to the gospel of Jesus Christ 
to stay the hand of self Immolation? 
Will you not, by buckling on the gospel 
armor, prepare to wage incessant war 
against the insidious demons who 
blight the lives of your fellow men by 
robbing them of peace, joy and faith 
and leaving them so despolled and im- 
bittered that they prefer death to life? 

False Standards of Happiness, 

False standards for happiness can 
be catalogued among the frequent, pro- 
lifc cavses of the suicidal sin. They 
are the decoying mirages which tempt 
the weary life's traveler to lose himself 
in the midst of a Sahara of sand, They 
are the deceitful stars twinkling their 
benedictions over altars of silver and 
of gold and ot fame, which suddenly 
go out and leave the devotees worship- 
ing in total darkness. They are the 
musical voices of the sirens singing 
thelr sweetest songs when luring their 
victims on to fatal shipwreck. 

In the false standards of happiness 
can be found the origin of the disap- 
pointmcuts which so often end In sul- 
elde. Men do not first cok wealth or 
fame to possess those treasures, as a 
miser might hoard up his gold. They de- 
sire the merchant prince's palace and 
the king’s throne because they foolish- 
ly think that happiness is a coy maiden 
who loves to robe herself tn silks and 
to have ber thront nod fingers a-giitter 
with precious jewels, and therefore 
they can the more readily And ber in 
the rich man's mansion than In the 
poor man's but. If they cannot hare 
wealth or fame or worldly honor ts 
aboot to be taken away from them, 
then they feel they cangot have lappi- 
pees, Then, with one poll of the pis 
tol’s trigger, they Aing away their 
Bligbted ven, as did the late “cotton 
king” of Lodisiana, who lost bis for 
tune in Wall street, or as did the late 
Bir Hector Macdonald of the Rritiah 
army, who killed Limeelf to avold fac- 
lag the publicity of a court martial and 
a disgraceful dismissal from the king's 
service 


Source èf Truo iliappiness. 

Now, my friends, the haman being 
who commits suicide werely because 
the golden Brensted oriole of wealth 
has plumed Wer wings and disappeared 
from sight of because the iconoclast of 
trouble has sħattered the idol of fame 
is doing a fool's business. Happiness, 
true happiness, the happiness for 
which we alltong and for which some 
of us are seeking, is not dependent up- 
on outside surroundings, but upon the 
condition of che beart. Some of the 
most unhappy human beings have 
been the =. called worldly successful 
men. Did all the unlimited financial 
Wealth of Nathan lothechiid make 
him happy? For many years be was 
the universally recognized financial 
king of Europe. In a single day be 
mado over $9,000,000 At the battle 
of Waterlor be was on anxious specta- 
tor, A» won as that battle was de- 
cided be put spurs te tis horse and 
rode like the wim! toward London, 
He had a relay of borsos awaiting 
him and a speciai boat chartered to 
take bim across the channel. Then, 
next morning, be appeared upon the 
London Exchange and deeulated the 
report that Wellington was defeated, 
Becurities tumbled. Fis brokers bought 
them « by the millions of dollars 
worth Tene following Gay dispatches 
from Wellington announced that Na- 
poleon’s army was annihilated. Se 
curities at once jumped upward. Na- 
than Rothschild pocketed bis millions 
of promt. But, though Nathan Roths- 
child was the wealthiest @oancter in 
all Europe, be was one of the most 
unhappy of men. When a friend vis 
ited him ove day and sald, “You ought 
to be a happy man with all this 
wealth,” Nathan turned and, with a 
look of scorn, answered; “Happy! 
Happy! I happy! Bosh! Let vus 
change the subject.” 

If wealth does not in itself produce 


cad Wmf nu may dead mem D 
mlasmic swamps and quaking bogs 
and Into the fata) quicksand. They 
will seek and struggle and continue to 
struggic to possess these supposed 
price’ treasures, because they be 
lieve that In them the great heart of 
happiness, rich blooded and life giving, 
can be found. Then when they have 
deen defeated in the struggles of life 
they sometimes drive the destroying 
dagger into their own arteries, as a 
tantalized serpent buries his polson- 
ous fangs in bis own flesh. 

Joy of Helping Others. 

Moral application: Do not try to 
build the temple of happiness out of 
yellow bricks. Think not 
broad highway which lends to the 
throne room of Joy ts always lined with 
applauding and voelternting multi- 
tudes. The ground mole may tunnel 
bis way into a gold mine, but he still 
remains a ground mole, The bat, fy- 
ing about in the darkness, may be able 
to push bis claws Into trembling men's 
pockets, but he fs sti nothing but a 
hateful bat. 

Envy and covretousness also lead to 
suicide. The unwillingness to love onr 
neighbors os ourselves is one of the 
indirect causes of this dreadful sin. 
Two ways of looking nt this old world 
—the one is through the green glasses 
of envy, the result unhappiness: the 
other way le through the aunctified 
crystals of a tender. a boly love, the 
result ospel joy. The one way Is to 
bitterly bemoan because some people 
are supposed to be better off than we 
are. The other way Is to trý to find 
out how many people are worse off 
than we are and then with a Christian 
desire try to help them as we would 
like to be helped if we were in their 
places. Through what kind of lenses 
have you been scrutinizing the human 
race? Through the green glasses of 
envy, which omke all the world look 
dark, or through the clear, transparent 
crystals of gospel love, which always 
make all the world look bright? No hap- 
py man ever wanted to commit suicide. 
No man can be truly unhappy who is 
trying to help his fellow man. When 
he finds that be is making others hap- 
py, their joys become part of his joys. 

The suicidal knife is blunted upon 
the whetstone of kindness and love 
and self sacrifice for another reason: 
When a Christian earnestly consecrates 
his dife to helping his fellow men he is 
amazed bow many troubles are piled 
at his neighbor's door and, Instead of 
repining at his lot, thanks God for the 
mercies he enjoys. He becomes more 
contented to carry his own burdens be 
cause ns his brothers sorrows grow 
larger and larger in his eyes his own 
necessarily by comparison shrink and 
dwindle and become less and less. 
Beautifully Illustrated is this thought 
by an old Latin classic; The gods, bear- 
Ing the continual grumblings of the 
buma race, decreed that all men 
should be able to choose their own bur- 
dena, but they must choose some. They 
decreed that every man, woman and 
child sbould bring their load of trouble 
ib a pack and throw it In one place. 
Then all the different troubles of the 
work! were piled In as heap. The rich 
man came from his palace; the poor 
man come from his but. The old man 
came tottering upon hia staff; the 
young man came leaping as a rve upon 
the mountain side. The father caine, 
followed by bis swarm of children; the 
single man cawe alone. The bride 
groom cenme, leading bis bride; the wid 
ower cawe after bis wife had been 
snatched Trom hia side.

854 in 1000. Of this $38,083,553 went 
for sites, buildings, furniture and ap- 
paratus, $136,031,838 was paid in sab 
aries to teachers and superintendents, 
and the rest went chiefly in care of 
buildings, grounds, etc. . There are 
247,321 buildings in the United States 
used for school purposes, and their 
value, Including land and contents of 
bulidings, ia placed at $538,623,726.

Fifty 
years ago the average was but 430 
days, and when the nineteenth century 
opened the avernge was bat eighty-two 
days Today Uncle Sam gives his chit 
dren more than twelve times as much 
schooling us he did 100 years ago.

ference in interest on four r- 4 
dollars is thou 


year, and in years, time for 
which the loan was issued, make the 
sum of three hundred thogmand dollam 
saved to the State Treasury. No man 
who knows Governor Jackson will for 
one moment doubt that had he been 
Governor in the place of Mr. Lowndes 
when these last mentioned loans were 
made, that they too, like the Exchange 
loan of 1889, would have borne interest 
at the the rate of three per cent. per àn- 
vum In making this Exchange of the 
Sterling Debt of the State the Treasury 
officials at the same time exchanged the 
preferred stock of the B. & O. R. R. 
Oo., to the amount of $968,000 at $182 
per share, for which the State received 
$1,277,760. This same stock was pur- 
chased by the Trustees of the Johns 
Hopkins University, supposing that 
they had secured a permanent paying 
6% investment, butin afew years the 
dividends were stopped, and after long 
litigation the University was compelled 
to accept $75 per share, a foes of $450,- 
000 besides the cost of the litigation and 
interest. While this was the work of 
the Board of Publio Works of which he 
was the Official head, it is well known 
that this action wasin harmony with 
his views and the recommendations In 
relation to the amendments of the Con- 
stitution spoken of hereafter and along 
the lines advocated by him for years, 
that the State should not hold doubt- 
ful investments while she was owing 
money. 

We find the legislative expenses of 
the State in the session of 1888 was only 
$110,000 and in 1890, $111,430, making a 
total of $291,430, while the legislative 
expenses under Governor Lowndes for 
1896 were $127,500 and in 1896, $155,000, 
or a total of $283,500, a saving to the 
State of over $60,000 for the two ses- 
sions, And yet no one can truly say he 
was parsimonious He supported all 
of the Institutions of the State with a 
liberal hand. No genuine charity ever 
appealed to him in vain, but he simply 
applied in his conduct and management 
of the State Government those same 
business principles which he has uni- 
formly practiced in the management 
of his private affairs. I doubt if there 
is a man in our whole State that can 
show a more successful business career 
than can Governor Jackson, conducting 
a business for years whose annus! vol- 
ume must ran into millions, he of ne- 
cessity depends in a large measure upon 
the skill and Adelity of othera, and it is 
this one thing among other features 
that distinctly marked his administra- 
tion of public affaire A vacancy oo- 
ours in the Chief Judgeship of the Su- 
preme Bench of Baltimore City. He 
appoints from the thousand of young 
and untried lawyers of the State a man 
totally unknown to a large majority of 
the profession of that City, and who 
had not distinguished himself at the 
trial table. Yet ali will agree that the 
appointment of Henry D. Harlan to 
this high office could scarcely have 
been improved upon. 

A vacancy aleo occurs in the office of 
State Treasurer, and he places in this 
responsible office the Hon, Edwin H, 
Brown now Jadg» In the Second Ju- 
dicial Circuit, than whom no better 
man could be found within the limits 
of our State. 

He seemed to know his men ln mak- 
ing his appointments. He not only 
suited himself, but gave satisfaction to 
all concerned. No appointment of his 
was ever turned down by the Senate, 
while it will be remembered that Gov- 
ernor Lowndes’ appointments were 
thrown out by the dozen. 

While Governor Jackson was suo- 
cessful in his appointments to office, he 
was also fair and considerate to all the 
members of his party. He was not a 
factionist, but a democrat io the 
broadest sense in the conduct of his of- 
fice, Any man, however humble and 
obscure, could always gain an audience 
with bim at the Exeoutive Department 
or at the Mansion it be so desired.

been a part of the Organic Law since 
1009, no Governor so far has seen proper 
to exercises the authority thereby con- 
ferred. by vetoing any portion or item 
of any general appropriation bill that 
has been pamed since its adoption. 

He also recommended an Amendment 
to article 12, Section 8, of the Constitu- 
thon, which denied to the Legislatare 
the power to authorize the sale of the 
State's stock in the Washington Branch 
of the B. and O. R. R Company and 
whioh also prescribed such conditions 
to the sale of the State's interests in the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, the Chesa- 
peake and Delaware Canal, and the 
Susquehanna snd Tidewater Canal 
Companies, as were calculated as he 
claimed, and justly too, to defeat the 
power to make a sale most advante- 
goousto the State. And this Amend- 
ment was also adopted by the prople of 
the State, and under its authority the 
Treasury officials can now ac: for the 
best interests of the State, free and un- 
trammelled by Constitutional restric- 
tions, 

And thus 1 could goon and recite 
many other acts of Governor Jackson's 
which he has performed in the interest 
of the people and for the benefit and 
advantage of the State, but I think I 
have said enough to convince any man 
that he should have a strong hold upon 
the affections, confidence and suppcrt 
of the people of Maryland.

law Bearing On Liquor License 
Question. 


Apropos the vital interest now mani |. 


feat in the question of liquor License or 
no license now before the Commission- 
ers of Wicomico County, tho Apver 
TISER publishes below the law bearing 
on the subject. After the opinion of 
the Court was received and read, the 
County Commiesioners at their session 
last Tuesday by a vote of 3 to d rescind- 
ed their former action and appointed 
next Tuesday for reconsid: ration of the 
applications on file. 

Section 62, Art. 23, Public Local 
Laws, title, “Wicomico County,” as 
— by Chapter 186 of the Acts of 
1896; 

On the day appointed, as aforesaid, 
after duly examining and considering 
the application and certificate of reo- 
ommendation accompanying the same, 
the County Commissioners may or not, 
in their discretion, approve such appli- 
cation, and in order to satisfy them- 
selves of the propriety of approving the 
same, the said County Commissioners 
sbalil receive, summon witnesses, and 
hearevidence and arguments for and 
against the same, and if, under all the 
ciroumstances of the case, the said 
Commissioners shall deem it improper 
to approve such application, then it 
shall be the duty of said Commissioners 
to refuse the license applied for: if 
any application shall be approved by a 
majority of the members of eaid Board 
of County Commissioners, then those 
approving the same shall endorse there- 
on the word Approved,“ and shall 
sign the same with their proper signa- 
tures, with the date of such approval; 
and the said Clerk to the said Commis- 
sioners shall issue tne license to the ap- 
plicant, and to no other person, which 
license shall expire with the thirtieth 
day of April, next succeeding the 
granting thereof; but if such applica- 
tion shall not be approved by a major 
ity of the members of the said Board of 
County Commissioners, then the Com 
missioners not approving said applica- 
tion, shall endorse on the same the 
words Not approved,“ and shall sign 
the same, and also the date of each en 
dorsement 


Sudden Death of Mr. J. J. Morris. 


Jeremiah J. Morris died suddenly 
Thureday afternoon at the boarding 
house of Mra. Sydney White on Main 
Street. His death is supposed to have 
been caused by heart failure. Although 
be had been ailing since Sunday he was 
not seriously ill and ate his dinner as 
usual Thursday. After he went to his 
room Mrs. White heard him fall and 
ran to his assistance, but finding the 
door locked, summoned Dr. James II. 
Truitt who burst the door in. Mr. 
Morris was already dead. A jury of 
inquest found that he died from natural 
causes. He leaves a widow, Mrs- Anns 
T. Morris, and one son, Mr. Harry 
Byrd Morris, and a brother, Mr. Hope 
Morris of near Delmar. 

Mr. Morris was about 60 years old, 
and a few yeara ago was quite promin- 
ent in democratic political circles. 

He was elected County Commissioner 
of Wicomico County in 1803, and serv- 
ed two years. He was re elected in 
1895, and served four years as president 
ofthe board. Itwas under his term 
in office that many of the shell roads 
in the county were built 

He was formerly engaged extensively 
in the lumber business in Baltimore 
with the firm of L J Cathell & Co. 

The interment will take place todry 
in Delaware.

Fenimore 
Cooper loved to write about the moun- 
tains and woods and streams and wa- 
terfalls and rivers, to whose deer licks 
the fawns and the does came down to 
drink. Dut there $ a beauty, too, In 
the sand dunes and the seabeach and 
the broad expanse of the mighty deep 
which we can love also. 

Fascinating is the seashore on ac- 
count of its endless variety. The 
ocean's beauty ls never twice the same. 
Sometimes ite colors are a white foam 
or a light green or a dark emerald or 
blue or black. Sometimes its surface 
is covered with broad highways of 
gold, when the light of the rising sun 
gilds it, or with that other highway of 
silver, when, In the midnight. bour, the 
flush of the moon is reflected upon It. 
Sometimes the sea will do nothing but 
smile. Like a golden haired baby, its 
cheeks are dimpled and wrinkled, as 
though It is trying hard to keep back 
a bearty laugh. It will look as harm- 
less as some innocent lake cuddled up 
in the huge lap of a crooked backed 
mountain. Then the sea gulls, as 
white doves of peace, will hover over 
it. Then the fisherman's boat will be- 
come the cradle in which the tired

| the summer? It is uninteresting only 


to those whose love of nature is so un- 
developed that they cannot under- 
stand the language of the sea. 

The Haman Ship. 

But, after all, one of the most absorb- 
ing diversions of the summer tourists 
living by the seashore is to watch the 
passing of the shipa For over a quar- 
ter of a century my privilege was to 
spend every summer by the Atlantic 
coast. My father's country home was 
near the end of Long Island. at a small 
town called East Hampton. There, 
upon the sand dunes, I used to lle hour 
after hour, watching the grent steam- 
ers aud the sailing craft heading tò- 
ward New York Narrows or starting 
upon their long trips to the distant har 
bors of the world. Ii used to watch 
them just as the paalmlst did when he 
cried out lu the words of my text, 
“There go the ships.” How like those 
voyages are, with their unknown ineb 
dents, their calms andgftheir storms, 
their successes and, alas, their wrecks, 
to human lives! Whe can tell as be 
looks at an infant ealmly sleeping in 
its cradle whether the voyage of its life 
will be Mike the ship @kilifully steered 
safe into harbor or Mke the ship care 
lesaly navigated that strikes the sunkes 
rock or by collision with another ship 
is shattered and sunk Into the depthe 
of the sea? Let us see this morning 
what those points of resemblance are— 
what kind of a ship cach bumas being 
ought to be, what kind of a cargo be 
is carrying and toward what kind of s 
port be should be heading. The ship 
The ships! There go the ships! There 
go the ships! 

Every human vessel should be 
Going 
to New York harbor and examining the 
shipping, you will fpd the name of 
each vessel clearly Marked upos the 
Stern. You will ales fad the mame of 
the city in which that vesse i» regie 
tered. Buch names ns these can be 
read: John Milton of Glasgow, the 
Auranis of Liverpool, the Paris of New 
York. And if apos the high seas twe 
ships approach each ether, one captain 
will put the trumpet te his Ups and 
call: “Ship aboy! Ship ahey! What 
ship is that?" Then the other eaptats 
will call back: “The Kensington of 
Antwerp, bound fe New Yorn! What 
ship is that?’ The meaning of all 
this? Simply that when a ship is reg- 
istered in a certain country that gov- 
ernment pledges itself to protect that 
ship. A British ship is ander British 
protection; a French ship is under 
French protection, @ German ship is 
under German protection; an American 
ship is under American protection. 
Therefore, if a nation dares to molest 
any foreign ship upon the high seas, 
that nation must auswer for the insult 
to the fag which is fying above the 
stery of the outraged vessel. 

The Mas of Protection. 

Many a war bas been started because 
the sacredness of a ship's deck bas 
been violated. The war of 1912 with 
England really had its origin in the 
English claim that she could stop any 
American vessel and take off ber enn 
Maoh ug El. “Fe Sir Saft M 
dee of Algiers wee startef m the 
same way. The Moditerraseam pirates 
demanded money from our govern- 
ment, With the threat that etherwise 
they would molest our shigping. The 
United States government Gnally not 
only refused to pay, but sent over 
aged vessels to maintain the honor 
and power of its fag by the moths of 
thelr cunnon, Mad nòt Aab Lio- 
coln and William M. Seward bees 
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war, they would certainly have in- 

volved this country In a war with Bag- 

land which would have destroyed the 
unity of our government. A civilized 
nation always claims an imperial 
math over the ship's deck above whic 

Gutters its dag. i 

Now, my brother, as a buman vessel, 
to what overruling power haye you 
rendered your allegiance? To what 
power do you look for protection? 
“Oh,” you answer, "I claim the pro- 
tection of the English or the American 
fag. 1 am a native of London or of 
New York.” Ah, my friend, that is 
nòt enough. As a human vessel, you 
are going to meet dangers from which 
no earthly government can protect you. 
Your voyage of life not only goes over 
the sea of time, but also of eternity. 
Everywhere are the satanic pirates 
of temptation ready to run up their 
black dags. Have you been registered 
in the Lambs Book of Life? Have 
you today thé protection of that Christ 
who once trod upon the rolling billows 
of Lako Galilee and saved the sinking 
boat of the Mlsciples. when he sald to 
the angry winds, “Peace, be still?” 

A Valeable Cargo. 

Each human vessel always carries a 
very valuable cargo, Have you stopped 
to conskicr why a great Cunard or 
White Star transatlantic steamer 
spemls ns much time by her dock as in 
traveling the high seas? ‘Tis true some 
of that time must be given to clean- 
ing up the ship, but most of it is spent 
in loading and unloading the cargoes. 
The massive Walls of u tefiding rest 
upon deep foundations, The huge 
masts and upper decks of a great 
steamer must have a deep hull. This 
bull must be filled with ballast, or else 
the ship would soon topple over. This 
ballast is composed of boxes filled with 
merchandise or hundreds of bags of 
mail, of steel from Birmingham works 
and linens from the Irish mills, silks 
from France and wines from Italy, art 
treaseres as well as expensive furni- 
ture and clothes. 

Then food must be provided for the 
passengers and the crew and huge car- 
goes of coal to keep the engines in mo- 
tion. One is amazed at the thousands 
of tons of coal which a ship like the 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. carries at the be- 
ginning of its passage acfoss the At 
lantic. The great stomachs of the fur- 
naces seem to be insatiable. Their hun- 
ger is never satisfied. Relays of dust 
begrimed stokers are shoveling the coal 
day in aud day out. But what about 
the enormous mass of food which must 
be provided for the hungry human pas- 
sengers and crew? Those who live 
above and below a great ship's deck 
are not to be numbered by the scores, 
but by the hundreds. On the last voy- 
age I made from Bngland there were 
nearly 2,000 human beings aboard. 
Then there may be millions of dollars’ 
worth of Bullion aboard. The clearing 
houses of the two continents are con- 
timnally adjusting claims. Money from 
America going to Europe. Gold and sil- 
ver from Europe coming to America. 
The average steamer plying the Atlan- 
tie Is not to be despised. Its successful 
voyage means life to hundreds. Its de- 
struction may mean death alike to pas- 
sengers and crew and destruction to 
all the freight. 


Safeguards of the Voyage. 

Does not each human craft carry a 
valuable cargo? What about the 
money which ts intrusted to a man's 
care? it the cashier of a bank ab 
sconds and the bank has to close its 
Geor who suffers? Is it not the poor 
widow and orphan, the od man who 
has trustfully placed lu the bank the 
savings of a lifetime sọ that be can 
have sometiing in his old age and 
money enough to buy him n casket and 
a grave when he is dead? What hap 
pens when a human craft founders and 
sinks into the great sea of sin? Does 
it not nearly always destroy many hu- 
man lives which are dependent upon 
its existence? What became of nearly 
all the ships’ crews and passengers 
which were sunken at sea? What bè 
came of those who set ball trom 
Charleston, & C., in the boat which 
carried the beautiful daughter of 
Aston Burr, who was never heard of 
again? Those ships not only went 
Gown, but they took most of their pas 
wengers and crews with them. Oh, I 
know lifeboats and life preservers are 
provided by law on every boat to 
ward against accidents. But, as a 
rule, they do but little good. By the 
timo the hurricane has completed its 
work the lifeboats are splintered, and 
by t the tornado of sin bas 
wrecked a bauma craft it vet only de- 
@troys a father and a husband. but also 
ali those whose existences are depend- 
nt upon bis life. One of the bravest 
@c0enes ever witnessed was that in Sa- 
kaoa harbor, when a few years ago the 
famous cyclone destroyed many lives, 
When an English man-of-war was able 
to get up enough steam to head out to 
Sea, the American saliors of a sinking 
ship began to cheer thelr English 
cousins. It was a brave cheer, When 
those sailors cheered they knew they 
were on a sinking ship, and therefore 
most of them would be drowned. Let 
us as human crafts, beware how we 
Glow ourselves to sink into the sea of 
sin ond destroy those lored oncs who 
are standing upon our upper decks. 

The igasi of Distress. 
The bunan romels should be willing

tress. Why? Because distress and 
need give a man an luallenabdle claim 
on the help of his brother. Nowhere 
ds that claim recognized so surely and 
% promptly as on the high seas. A 
wallor on the ocean will never turn a 
“Geet ear to a booming gun or shut his 
eyes to an inveried Gag or to a white 
handkerchief or cloth Guttering over a 
waft or a derelict. No sooner dows the 
lookout ery, “Ship on starboard bow, 
sand I believe it a wreck!" than the cap 
tain and the mates and the boatewalns 
mand the common sailors will turn their 
Anxtous faces toward the black object 
eating upon the edge of the horizon. 
If there should be bot one human be 
ting aboard that doomed craft, Ove, ten,

How like those 
voyages nre, with thelr unknown inet 
dents, their calms and thelr storms, 
their successes and, alas, their wrecks, 
to human lives! Who can tell as he 
looks at ap infant eaimly sleeping ia 
its cradle whether the voyage of its life 
will be like the ship akilifully steered 
safe into barbor or Me the ship care 
lessly navigated that strikes the sunkes 
rock or by collision with another ship 
is shattered and sunk into the depths 
of the sea? Let us see this morning 
what those points of resemblance are— 
what kind of a ship each human being 
ought to be, what kind of a eargo he 
is carrying and toward what kind of « 
port be should be beading. The shipst 
The ships! There go the ships! There 
go the ships! 

Every human vessel should be 
tinguished by some flag. Going 
to New York harbor and examining the 
shipping, you will fed the name of 
each vessel clearly marked upon the 
stern. You will aleo find the mame of 
the city in which that vessel ts regis 
tered. Such names as these can be 
read: John Milton of Glasgew, the 
Auranis of Liverpool, the Paris of New 
York. And if apos the high seas twe 
ships approach each other, one captain 
will put the trumpet te his Ups and 
cali: “Ship aboy! Ship ahey! What 
ship is that? Then the other enptais 
will call back: “The Kensington of 
Antwerp, bound for New York! What 
ship is that r' The meaning of all 
this? Simply thet when a ship is reg- 
istered in a certain country that gov- 
ernment pledges itself to protect that 
ship. A British ship ts ander Uritiab 
protection; a Freack ship is under 
French protections @ German ship is 
under German protection; an American 
ship is uuder American protection. 
Therefore, if a nation dares to molest 
any foreign ship upon the high seas, 
that nation must answer for the insult 
to the flag which i» fying above the 
steru of the outraged vessel. 

The Mes of Protection, 

Many o war has been started because 
the eacredness of a ship's deck bee 
been violated. The war of 1812 with 
England really had its origin ta the 
English claim that she could step any 
American vessel and take off hes dochs 
W. „ uss “Fhe Sar Nut N 
úcy of Algiers wes startof m the 
same way. The Mediterranean pirates 
demanded money from ous govern- 
ment, with the threat that etherwise 
they would molest our shigping. The 
United Stdtes government’ nally not 
only refused to pay, but sent- over 
aged vessels to malintsls the honor 
and power of ite fag by the motths of 
their cannon, Mad not Abeta Lin- 
cols and William H. Seward been 
brave enough to defy popular cor 
and surrender the Confederate com- 
talssioners, Messra. Slidell and Mason, 
who had been taken .

A Valuable Cargo. 

Each human vessel always carries a 
very valuable cargo. Have you stopped 
to consider why a great Cunard or 
White Star transatlantic steamer 
spends ne much time by ber dock as in 
tru vollug the high seas? ‘Tis true some 
of thut time must be given to clean- 
ing up the ship, but most of it is spent 
in loading and unloading the cargoes. 
The massive walls of a ing rest 
upon deep ‘foundations, lie huge 
masts and upper decks of a great 
steamer must have a deep hull, This 
bell must be filled with ballast, or else 
the ship would soon topple over. This 
ballast is composed of boxes filled with 
merchandise or hundreds of bags of 
mall, of steel from Birmingham works 
and linens from the Irish mills, silks 
from France and wines from Italy, art 
treaseres us well as expensive furni- 
ture and clothes. 

Then food must be provided for the 
passengers and the crew and huge car- 
goes Of coal to keep the engines in mo- 
tion. One is amazed at the thousands 
of tons of coal which a ship like the 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. carries at the be- 
ginning of its passage actoss the At- 
lantic. The great stomachs of the für- 
naces seem to be insatiable. Their hun- 
ger is never satisfied. Relays of dust 
begrimed stokers are shoveling the coal 
day in aud day out. But what about 
the enormous mass of food which must 
be provided for the bungry human pas- 
sengers and crew? Those who live 
above and below a great ship's deck 
are not to be numbered by the scores, 
but by the hundreds. On the last voy- 
age I made from England there were 
nearly 2,000 human beings aboard. 
Then there may be millions of dollars’ 
worth of Bullion aboard. The clearing 
houses of the two continents are con- 
tinwally adjusting claims. Money from 
America going to Europe. Gold and sil- 
ver from Europe coming to America. 
The average steamer plying the Atlan- 
tle Is not to be despised. Its successful 
voyage means life to hundreds. Ita de- 
struction may mean death alike to pas- 
sengers and crew and destruction to 
all the freight. 


Safeguards of the Voyage. 
Does not each human craft carry a 
valuable cargo? What about the 
money which is intrusted to a man's 
care? If the cashier of a bank ab- 
sconds nnd the bank has to close its 
door who suffers? Is it not the poor 
widow and orphan, the old man who 
has trustfully placed lu the bank the 
savings of a lifetime so that be can 
have something in his old nge and 
money enough to buy him n casket and 
a grave when he ls dead? What hap- 
pens when u human craft founders and 
into the great sea of sin? Does 
it neatly always destroy many hu- 
man lives whieh are dependent upon 
its existence? What became of nearly 
all the ship? crews and passengers 
which were sunken at sea? What be- 
came of those who set san trom 
Charleston, . C., io the boat which 
carried the beautiful daughter of 
Aaron Burr, who was never beard of 
again? These ships not only went 
down, but they took most of thelr pas 
sengers and crews with them. Oh. I 
know lifeboats and life preservers are 
provided by law on every boat to 
ward against accidents. But, as a 
rule, they do but little good. By the 
time the burricane bas completed its 
werk the lifeboats are spiintered, and 
by time the tornado of sin bas 
ed a buman craft it not only de- 
stroys a father and a husband, but also 
all those whose existences are depend- 
eat upon bis life. One of the bravest 
Scenes ever witnessed was that in Sa- 
moa harbor, when a few years ago the 
famous cyclone destroyed many lives. 
Wien an English man-of-war was able 
to get up enough steam to head out to 
en, the American sallors of a sinking 
hip began to cheer thelr English 
cousins. It was a brave cheer. When 
those sailors cheered they knew they 
were on a sinking ship. and thorwfore 
most of them would be drowned. Let 
us, as buman crafts, beware how we 
allow ourselves to sink Into the sea of 
sin and destroy those loved ones who 
are standing upon our upper decks, 
The Signs! of Distress. 
The bunan vossels should be willing 
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tress. Why? Because distress and 
Deed give a man an inalienable claim 
on the help of bie brother. Nowhere 
js that claim recoguised so surely and 
s promptly as on the high seas, A 
satlor on the ocean will never turn a 
bisat ear to a booming gun or shut his 
yes to an inverted Gag or to a white 
handkerchief or cloth fluttering over a 
waft or a derelict. No sooner does the 
lookout cry, “Ship on starboard bow, 
sand I believe it a wreck!" than the cap 
tuin and the mates and the boatewalns 
‘and the common sailors will turn their 
anxious faces toward the black object 
foating upon the edge of the horison. 
If there should be but one human be 
Sing aboard that doomed craft, five, ten, 
Witteen—aye, 1 believe practically all 
*thamembere of the crew will be willing 
Me risk their lives to save that one life, 
mer yet read ot ship upon the 
Tiighways of the sea tit would not go, 
tif possilie, te rescue thectew of a dak- 
Ung whip. Tarver yet ard of any wis 
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signals of distrésd rafeed by h 
Tun brethren, as the sailors upon the 
sea try to belp those who are in dis- 
treas? Do not the whirtwinds of disas- 
ter shrick and howl and sweep up the 
streets of a great city as well an among 
the archipelagoes of a Mediterranean! 
When, some yeara ago, a dark, funnel 
shaped cloud ewiftly approached St. 
Louis and in an instant broke and de- 
stroyed whole streets and buried many 
a corpse under the dobrin, did It wreck 
any more lives than do the cyclones 
of sin which are daily destroying the 
hundreds and thousands of young men 
and women? Bvery city bas its two 
sides—its light side and dark aide; its 
pure side and its morally diseased side; 
its Christian side and its Infernal side; 
its happy side and itẹ despairful side. 
Shall we who profess to love God and 
are living in health and strength have 
nothing to do with those who are fiy- 
ing the signals of distress?
